In the first place then, an excellent seasonable precaution would be 


•to avoid the torch in the thairing out of frozen pipes, or, if the torch

Attention on the' part of tho property owner or householder, but un- 
idoubtedly there are scores of blocks at present in tho midst of our most 
eorgested '.districts where the dropping of a lighted match in- cellar or 
Railway would be followed by a serious fire.. Untidy closets with heaps 
of newspapers exposed to smoke pipes also contribute their part to the 
fire total of the year, and in all of these things a little seasonable atten- 
twa would prevent much suffering and loss to the community. 
Our civic 


'bodies and our fire department should take some means of keeping these 
-simple but very necessary precautions before the dwellers in our crowded 
"districts. "It is A matter that should interest all the citizens for all must 
i-eaiize how quickly fire insurance .rates are boosted or reduced by the 
high or low fire record of a community. 


For. the coming year, too, our citizens should remember that much

A TARIFF COMMISSION 


Tn striving to Introduce a bill pro- 


viding for a permanent tariff commis- 
sion which .would take the tariff ques- 
tion out of politics and turn it over' 
to a scientific and disinterested body, 
Congressman Mann again calls atten- 
tion to a question that Is attracting 
the ottcntton of many In all parties 
and that will eventually be 
crowned 


with success. No matter whether the 
change in our tariff schedules be In 
the interest of protection or frco trade, 
such a sweeping change as was so 
ably achieved by the present admin- 
istration, with tho aid of 
congress, 


has an altogether too disturbing effect 
on tho business of the country. 
The 


period following tariff revision Is a 
period of readjustment which of itself 
Imposes temporary hardships on every 
branch of business In the- land. If at 
such a time, a war or anything else 
arisc-s to disturb tho Industrial equi- 
librium, the damage may more than 
offset tho benefit dislred.

into clusl. lh»Ir names still ha-ve a pow- 
er to kindle our reverence and awe, 
our admira'tion and respect, our confi- 
dence, love 
and 
patriotism. 
What 


Catholic does not revere the name of 
St. Peter or of Pius X? 
What 
man 


docs not admire Columbus and O'Con- 
ncH? What 
true -American- is 
not 


fired with patriotism by the name of 
Washington or Lincoln? Or what heart 
so rude and hardened aa not 
to be 


softened and made warm with 
confi- 


dence, affection, and love at the sound 
of his own mother's name.? But there 
is one name which is above all names, 
one name which awakens all those 
nobler emotions of the soul alike, one 
namn which needs not to be carved in 
marble or emblazoned on bronze to be 
perpetuated—it is written in the fleshy 
tablets of every Christian heart—it is 
the holy and tender name .of Jesus 
Christ, for: 
'Goa hath given him a 


name which Is above all names; that 
in the name of Jesus 
every 
knee 


should bow, of those that are In heav- 
en, on earth and under the earth.' 
The name of Jesus alone Is great on 
earth—great in Its origin, great In Its 
significance, 
and 
great, 
infinitely 


great, in Its power and sweetness. 


"The sacredness and majesty of the 


holy name of Jesus appears from its 
very origin. For not man, nor angel, 
but the Eternal Father himself is tlie 
author of that.holy name. When God 
determined to send his only begotten 
son into the' world, lie gave that son 
of God, made man, a name. And how 
sacred that name was in the eyes of 
the father! 
For 40 long centuries it 


was unknown. 
Men knew of the re- 


deemer to come. Prophets foretold his 
coming, they described even, tho mi- 
nutest detail of his life. Yet they could 
not tell his name. 
Moses" said, 'Al- 
mighty' Is his name. David said, 'Holl- 
and terrible is his name.' Isaiah said, 
'His name shall be called Wonderful. 
Counsellor. God the Mighty. Father of 
the world lo come.' 
But Isaiah him- 
self did not know it, for afterwards he 
says addressing the future redeemer: 
'Thou shall be called by a new name 
which the mouth of tho 'Lord shall 
nnme.' 
Even the nngcls of heaven In 
announcing to the shepherds the ad- 
vent of the savior seemed afraid 
lo 
utter that name, for they said: 
'We 
bring you tidings of great joy: this 
day a savior is born to man. Christ, 
the savior.' 
Only to the highest an- 
gel that stands before the throne of 
God was entrusted that name to bear 
to earth to breathe. It' into the oure 
car of- the immaculate mother of God, 
'Thou shall call his name Jesus.' 
"The name of Jesus signifies savior, 


or salvation. 
Many great men In his- 


tory havo been called liberators and 
saviors of their country. 
To Washing- 


ton deservedly belongs 
tho title of 


savior of his country—to Daniel O'Con- 
nell that of liberator of his people. 
And in tho old dispensation there wcro 
many grand personages auch as Josue. 
Joseph and Gedeon, who wero even 
called by the name of Jesus, as hav- 
ing been chosen by God to be the lib- 
erators and saviors of his people. But 
thero Is an Infinite difference between 
these and the savior of the world, ac- 
cording 
to 
the 
significance of 
the 


name; because they had It only to sig- 
nify some temporal favor which they 
hnd procured for the people, while our 
divine savior bears this name as one 
who saves by his own power and not 
br that of another, as one whose sal- 
vation extends at the same time to 
body and aoul, to Jew and to Oentile, 
lo the living and the dead, through- 
out all time and eternity. 
He Is no 


ordinary savior, but one who saves 
the human race from sin and death 
and bestows perfect salvation. 
'Thou 


shalt call his name Jesus, because It 
Is he who will deliver the people from 
their sins.' 
(Matt. 11; 31.) 


'Pronounce the name Jesus'. And 


many are the scenes and facts brought 
to our minds In the utterance of that 
sweet and holy name. 
We are- borne 


back to .the day when the great mys- 
tery of the Incarnation was accom- 
plished and Ihe angel proclaimed that 
he should bo called Jesus; 'to the^tlme 
when Mary, hearkening to the hymns 
of heaven, placed her firstborn In the 
manger of Bethlehem; to the yeara 
.when, as hlo first treat suffering, ho 


was made an exile through the hard- 
ness of man's heart; to 
tho 
blessed 


home at Nazareth where, dwelling with 
Mary 
and 
Joseph, 
ihe 
child 
was 


'subject to them,' to tho scenes of his 
public ministry when 'Ho went about 
doing good' and working tho wonder- 
ful works that testified to his divine 
mission.

movements.so taxed. Those who have 
been..witnesses. of the return of trains 
bearing soldiers who have been maimed 
In battle nave only the faintest idea of 
the Horrors of war, Is the declaration 


,- of qne'corre'spondent. • 


• O.ne example will suffice to point this 
truth, .this correspondent-declares. 


Several days ago the hospital corps 


and volunteers werejjotiflod that a con-, 
voy. ,was expected .toward midnight, 
bringing 
Hie 
French 
and 
German 


wounded who had been abandoned by 
the Germans In their retreat. 
There 


were many trains of wounded before 
and the necessary arrangements were 
made as usual, but .when this convoy 
arrived even tho most hardened had to 
summon all their fortitude to the task 
of empting the carriages. 


When a man has a broken leg or arm 


or a bullet through his lungs the skilled 
ambulance staff soon has him com- 
fortably packed,-but hero were human 
vestiges, so mangled that It was diffi- 
cult to find a place to touch them with- 
out sc'reams or moans. An insufferable 
charnel house smell pervaded the whole 
night air, for most of the wounded had 
lain four days and nights where they 
had fallen before being picked up and 
had not yet had their wounds exam- 


ined by a physician, much less dressed. 


Under the burning sun and myriad 


files and under later rains they had 
been left to suffer the torture of pain 
and hunger arid thirst until it was a 
marvel they still breathed. It was 3 
o'clock -in the morning before they 
could be disposed of In the hospitals. 
Even twenty-four hours later not all 
of them had had a first dressing. 
It 


was the Germans who were in far the 
worst case, for the French fire seems 
much more destructive than the Ger- 
man, and when it does not kill in- 
stantly its ravages are horrible. 


After four days It was decided to 


shift these men again, such of them as 
could be moved. The reason seemed 
extraordinary, for the authorities fear- 
ed a mutiny and had no troops to guard 
them properly. 
. That these poor wrecks should ever 
dream of rising appeared a fantastic 
idea, but some of them were morose 
and half mad, and one or two. es- 
pecially a sntlen young officer, declared 
that they would not remain eiuietly in 
hospital. It must be an effect of war 
fever that comes upon the maimed, for 
a. batch of French wounded who had 


been transferred from Dieppe to Havre 
to make room had attempted -to mu- 
tiny because they wished to return to 
Dieppe, where they had made friends 
and actually h'ad to be threatened'with 
fixed bayonets. 
Though "official se- 


crecy" had been observed, the whole 
town In some mysterious fashion gath- 
ered round the hospital to se« the 
evacuation, but were kept at a. distance 
of a hundred yards by a cordon of 
gendarmerie to avoid 
demonstrations: 


Women and the Wounded. 


Tho train that was to take them on 


drawn up fifty yards from the- 


hospital, and all the carriages and 
trucks were littered deep In straw. 
The very woYst cases were laid ' full 
length on the floors of tho trucks. As 
they came out on stretchers several of 
them were holding the hands of the 
ladles of France" who had been nurs- 
ing them. 
Thoso who could totter 


along -were' also supported by having 
their.arms around the necks of French 
railway employees or volunteers, and 
sometimes again of the nurses. 


One young fellow kept a wistful 


watch at the window, and suddctily his 
face lighted up, and he beckoned me to 
come.near. "That little lady in black 
with the white coif—I want to see her." 
I fetched her, a huxom damsel who 
came up laughing and jumped into the 
carriage. She could not speak a word 
of German, hut kept shaking hands 
and patting the occupants on the head 
with little interjections of "Tlens tiens! 


En volla do bons enfants!
